EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-12 are 
allowed since certain key features of the claimed invention are not taught or fairly suggested by 
the prior art. In claims 1 and 9, " a segment interface adopter coupling the PLED segment driver 
and the LCD controller and processing segment control signals from the LCD controller for the 
PLED segment driver, and a common interface adopter coupling the PLED common driver and 
the LCD controller and processing common control signals from the LCD controller for the 
PLED common driver ". In claim 1 7, " providing segment control signals and common control 
signals from the LCD controller, processing the segment control signals in a segment interface 
adopter, processing the common control signals in a common interface adopter, driving the 
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segment control signals in an PLED segment driver, and driving the common control signals in 
an PLED common driver ". The closest prior art, Endo et al. (2002/01 13907) discloses an LED 
driver receiving control signals from an LCD controller, however, singularly or in combination 
fails to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
